Georgia high school seniors 
want to become engineers and the 
girls want to be-nurses. 

That is what a survey of occu 
pational preferences among the 
seniors shows. W. E. Pafford, di- 
rector of the division of super- 
vision, state department of edu- 
cation, yesterday announced re- 
sults of a poll in which approxi- 
mately 8,000 boys and 9,000 girls 
participated. 

The information obtained in this 
study was passed on to high 
schools for use in shaping guid- 
ance programs, and also was made 
available to colleges for use in 
contacting prospective students. 

Ninety occupations were men- 
tioned by the boys. Of these, 
18.7 per cent favored engineer- 
ing jobs. Aviation ranked second, 
with 14.8 per cent Farming was 


third, with 12.6, and military 
came fourth, with 9.6, 

Occupations which obtained 
more than a ] per cent vote in- 
cluded doctor, mechanic, office, 
lawyer, teacher, bookkeeper, ra- 
dio, electrician and government 
employe. Seventy-two boys want- 
ed journalism; 57 wanted to be 
ministers, musicians or sports fig- 
ures, Twenty-nine would become 
morticians and 11 voted for actors, 
authors and FBI agents. 

The girls mentioned 69 differ- 
ent occupations. Nursing topped 
the field, with 22.7 per cent. Ste- 
nographer ranked second, with 
16.2 per cent; secretary was third 
with 15.7; office worker, 11.2; 
teacher, 5.3; typist, 2.9; bookkeep- 
er, 2.7; beautician, 1.9; home econ- 
omist, 1.7; telephone operator, 1.7; 
journalism, 1.6; music, 1.4; house- 
wife, 1.2, and doctor, 1.07. 

Forty-six girls wanted to be- 
come farmers; 22 wanted to be 
lawyers, 14 bankers and eight 
wanted to be actors, models, psy- 
chologists, dentists. and welders.

Governor Arnall, who relaxed his grip on 
state finances to hand the penal reform program 
an extra million dollars, is jerking the reins tight 
again as other departments start a run toward 
the State Treasury. 

He beat the Board of Regents to the draw by a matter of 
minutes the other day, and now he has launched a counterattack to 
forestall requests from others. 

While the regents discussed the advisability of asking the 
Covernor for an extra $100,000 to finance the various branches at 
the start of the new fiseal year, Arnall handed newsmen a report 
from Revenue Commissioner Gene Cook, It showed Georgias 
revenue falling off between four and six million dollars. 

The regents delayed action on budget requests, but revealed 
a campaign to get the next legislature to hike their appropriation 
by a half-million dollars. 

Two or three other departments were getting ready to request 
special allotments when the Governor’s other financial expert, 
State Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr., made public a mournful statement 
that afternoon. The Highway Department, whose road building 
program has been held in abeyance during the war, mapped plans 
to ask Yor new thousands of dollars to do something for Georgia's 
highways this summer. The Education Department fears many 
schools will close unless teachers’ salaries are raised. The library 
associations want the state to fully replace the abandoned WPA 
library program. And the Health Department looks forward to 
expanding its fight on diseases, with more state money. 

While these departmental leaders mulled over their plans, 
Thrasher threw a shock into the ranks by announcing all surplus 
funds have been completely wiped out. He instructed all agencies 
to sit on their present budgets. He pointed out that an extra six 
and one-half million dollars in expenditures already have been 
approved for the year, and the state must put aside an additional 
13 million to meet special debts coming due within the next three 
ears. 

Arnall said he would like to expand all the state’s services. 
But he has promised to pay the state out of debt, and revenues 


are dropping off.

COSTS TOO HIGH Student costs must be cut so Georgia boys 
and girls can attend the University System. 

Those are the words of Regent George Woodruff, of Columbus; 
words which were echged by figures from Regent Sandy Beaver, 
of Gainesville. They contend high tuitions and fees make it im- 
possible for thousands to obtain a higher education at the state- 
supported institutions. 

To the claim of Chairman Marion Smith, of Atlanta, that the 
University System cut operation costs in half in 12 years and is 
now operating at a cost to the state of about one-half the average 
per capita cost of other southeastern states, Woodruff commented: 

“This is false money. While the state spends less, much of 
this loss in revenue has to be made up by students. Tuition and 
fees are rising. It costs a boy and girl more to attend the Uni- 
versity System of Georgia than it does to go to state-supported 
schools in other states. The fees are so high they prevent many 
boys and girls from obtaining a college education, and are driving 
others into surrounding states.” 

And Beaver observed: 

“Fifty per cent of the boys and girls who ought to be in college 
are kept out by our high charges, while 14 per cent of those who 
are able to pay the costs and are doing so really are not college 
material.” 

Woodruff believes the legislature should increase its appropria- 
tion so student costs could be reduced and higher education spread 
among more of Georgia’s boys and girls.

Is there any- 
thing I can do to prevent the 
white enamel from chipping? 


Answer: If the enamel was ap- 
plied over glossy varnish, it is al- 
most sure to chip; for paint will 
not adhere well to a glossy sur- 
face. The best thing to do would 
be to rub off the old finish with 
coarse sandpaper, wipe off the 
dust with a rag damp with tur- 
pentine, and then apply a coat of 
wood sealer. You can then put on 
two coats of ename! undercoater, 
with a coat of enamel. 
The first coat of undercoater 
should be lightly sanded.

It was something to see fresh violets 
there after a year, and off and on we'd 
mention it.

railroad man’s nightmare when the Fifth 

Army moved in. For days the yards had 
been pounded steadily by Allied aircraft and 
artillery. Then, just before pulling out, the 
Jerries had performed a job of wholesale 
demolition. 

The vast skein of scrambled rails resembled 
a plateful of well-cooked spaghetti. Twenty 
locomotives had their guts blown out. Fifteen 
others were almost as badly smashed. Four 
thousand wrecked boxcars and 600 damaged 
tank cars cluttered the right-of-way. 

Ships were arriving hourly. Cargoes had to 
be speeded northward to supply our combat 
forces advancing toward Rome. The task of 
reopening the ruined rail line looked hopeless. 
The Italians shook their heads and said it 
could never be done. The British reckoned it 
would take weeks. 

Then 800 American railway troops moved 
in, spat on their hands and went to work. For 
four days and nights they hardly paused to eat. 
On the fifth day the main line was reopened. 
Trains began to roll northward to the front.

This miracle of American skill and energy 
is only one of the wonders achieved recently 
by a little-known but enormously important 
branch of the Army Service Forces the 
Military Railway Service of the 
Transportation Corps. 

Right now Yankee hoggers and 

bake-heads, engine hostlers, car 
knockers and gandy dancers are de- 
livering the goods on five continents. 
They are operating rail lines from 
Alaska to North Africa and from 
Iran to New Caledonia. What they 
have accomplished thus far, how- 
ever, is aS nothing compared to the 
part they will play in the great offen- 
sive battles ahead. 


Follow the Tanks 


As WE smash forward into Hitler's 

Europe and other enemy-occupied 

lands, our railway troops will be 

working right behind the tanks, 

infantry and big guns. Because of 

the brilliant manner in which they 

have already demonstrated their 

ability, we have no reason to fear 

they will not be up to the big tests ahead. 
Each Railway Operating Battalion is com- 

posed of sufficient skilled personnel to main- 

tain and operate 100 miles of railroad. The 

lieutenant colonel in command has invariably 

held a civilian post at least equivalent to that 


of division superintendent. The officers and 
men include railway experts of every category. 


After receiving basic military training, the 
battalion is activated at one of several rail-

road centers where the men operate trains 
under simulated battle conditions and are 
coached in the particular problems they will 
face at the front to which they are going. 
How effective this training is was proved 
when General Eisenhower’s first armada made

its descent upon North Africa. Railroad troops 

were rushed ashore while fighting still raged 

on the beachheads. They already knew every 

trick of running the antique rolling stock they 
found there. 

While some units repaired French 
cars, built ‘“‘shoo-flies”’ around bomb 
craters and recruited civilian rail 
workers, others unloaded American 
locomotives and got up steam. In a 
matter of days the Yanks were 
moving more traffic in 24 hours 
than the French and Arabs had 
moved in a week. 

Trains were bombed, shelled and 
strafed constantly, but men who had 
railroaded on the Santa Fe, the Big 
Four, the New York Central and 
dozens of other roads back home 
not only kept ’em rolling, but made 
them roll faster, and won many 
citations and decorations for exploits 
of exceptional gallantry. 

One of the most spectacular of 
these took place when our combat 
forces were compelled to retreat 
temporarily in the heavy fighting at 

Kasserine Pass. A good bit of rolling equip- 
ment operated by the 727th Railway Bat- 
talion was caught behind the enemy lines. 
That made the commander of the 727th, 
Lieut. Col. Fred W. Okie, a former division 
superintendent for the Southern Railway 
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System, boiling mad. He hastily gathered 32 
volunteers from his outfit and went on a train 
stealing expedition. Some of the volunteers 
were not enginemen, but Colonel Okie told 
them what levers to press and they snorted 
away with 13 trains right under the Nazis’ 
noses. Tanks and field guns blazed at 
them furiously but they got away safely.‘ 

Not content with that, the daring rail- 
roaders returned, hid a train of ammunition 
in a tunnel and sabotaged several locomotives 
they were unable to move. Finally they 
escaped by racing a truck across the desert 
around the enemy’s flank. 

The same battalion, along with other rail- 
way units, distinguished itself in the invasion 
of Sicily. Demolition damage there was tre- 
mendous. Hundreds of enemy mines had to 
be removed from the tracks. Trains were 
bombed by Axis planes and peppered by 
ground troops. The Yanks had steam up in 
Italian locomotives within four hours of 
landing, however, and just as fast as track 
was wrested from the enemy, it was put to use. 

When our forces punched their way into 
Italy the story was the same. Railroad parties 
on the bloody beaches of Salerno found no 
Italian engines fit to operate. Undaunted, 
they stuck flanged wheels on GI trucks, put 
them on rails and successfully shunted sup- 
plies from docks to dumps. 


Efficiency Needle 


Such ingenuity has been employed over and 
over again by the men of the Military Railway 
Service. I talked recently with a high-ranking 
officer just back from Iran, where our railroad 
troops are delivering a torrent of Lend-Lease 
supplies to Russia. When the Yanks first 
took over the 870-mile Trans-Iranian, they 
found trains of tiny, hand-braked cars drawn 
by old-fashioned German locomotives getting 
through a few times a week. The Americans 
applied an efficiency needle at once, but since 
there weren’t enough of them to man all the 
key jobs, they had to work with bewhiskered 
Iranians. If an Iranian engineer got hungry, 
he’d stop the train and have lunch. On a 
steep down grade, an Iranian brakeman was 
as likely as not to be taking a quiet snooze. 
That wasn’t all. There was constant danger 
of heat stroke in the 130-degree desert tem- 
peratures, of landslides in the mountains, of 
running smack into one of the donkey or 
camel caravans which traveled at night and 
considered the tracks of the Trans-Iranian 
their natural right-of-way. The GI rail- 
roaders had to be eternally armed and on the 


alert for enemy parachutists, saboteurs and 
bandit tribesmen 

They licked it all. Today the Trans-Iranian 
18 a grown-up railroad. It has scores of Diesel 
engines brought from the U.S., capacious 
freight cars equipped with automatic brakes, 
a new telegraph system and splendid work 
shops. And hundreds of thousands of tons of 
the sinews of war are rolling through to our 
Russian allies. 


World’s Toughest Railroad 


Hair way around the world, under entirely 
different difficulties, Military Railway troops 
have accomplished another it-couldn’t-be- 
done feat. This is the operation of the 110-mile 
narrow-gauge White Pass & Yukon line, from 
Skagway, Alaska, to Whitehorse, Yukon, 
known as the toughest railroad on earth. 

In places this road climbs grades so steep 
that the tail-end brakeman is 10 feet lower 
than the engineer. It winds along the edges of 
precipices where derailment would mean a 
sheer drop of half a mile. The thermometer 
often sinks to 60 below. 

When the Japs landed on the Aleutians, 
airports had to be built in Alaska in a hurry. 
Northern links of the Alaska Military High- 
way had to be rushed to completion. The 
White Pass & Yukon had to haul material for 
both purposes — more freight than it had 
ever handled before. 

It was a rugged assignment for the railroad 
soldiers. When a train stalled on a grade the 
locomotive would freeze fast to the rails. Even 
as a fireman heaved coal into a white-hot 
firebox, water would sometimes turn to ice in 
the boiler. Some men suffered frostbite, others 
nearly starved when they were marooned for 
days by a blizzard, but trains began to go 
through. They are now rolling six times as 
much freight as ever before. 

I have mentioned only a few of the places 
where our railway troops are distinguishing 
themselves. There are many others. In New 
Caledonia they are running narrow-gauge, 
limb-dodging rattlers through mosquito-and- 
snake-infested jungles. In India, they are pre- 
paring for coming offensives. In Britain, they 
are reported to be accumulating a huge stock 
of locomotives and other equipment to hurl 
at Hitler when the hour strikes. 

And when it does, we can depend upon our 
military railroaders. They'll keep highballing 
the stuff through, come hell or high water, 
until they reach their final destinations 
Tokio and Berlin!

They’re odd and awkward but good for laughs 


Scene: Midway. Chief 
source of amusement: 
Gooney birds. Look . . 


HEN the Pacific Fleet 

Board of Awards can get 

around to it, a citation 
should be issued to the gooney 
birds of Midway Island for their 
outstanding contribution to the 
morale of our armed forces sta- 
tioned there. 

If the Board of Awards should 
feel that there’s something undig- 
mfied about honoring the gooney, 
it could issue the citation in the 
name of the black-footed alba- 
tross, or it might even use the 
scientific name, diomedea nigripes. 
Old sea captains called them 
“gonies."” Gooneys aren't very 
bright, and they wouldn't care 
what name the Board used. 

You'd think the men of Mid- 
way would want to show visitors 
the scars left by the Japanese 
attack of June 4, 1942. And you'd 
think they’d want to talk about 
their victory on that date, the 
turning point of the Pacific war. 
But all they care about showing 
you is the gooney colony. 


Knee-Deep in Feathers 


I YOU go to Midway by ship, as 
I did, you will see gooneys from 
the day you leave San Francisco. 
For they wander all over the North 
Pacific, gliding easily on their 
seven-foot wings and resting non- 
chalantly on the surface for a 
snooze when they’re a thousand 
or more miles from land.- 

Ashore at Midway you find 
yourself kneé-deep in gooneys. 
They raise their families on ‘the 
strips of shell-strewn sand be- 
tween the roads and the build- 
ings. It was midsummer when I 
was there, and the chicks were 
about the size of turkey gobblers. 
They were a dirty brown color and 
had long, savage-looking, hooked 
bills. 

“It's too bad Suzy isn’t here 
any more,” said my guide. “Suzy 
was hatched out on the sand right 
next to the Administration Build- 
ing. Anybody who wanted to get 
past her had to stop and scratch 
her head or get his legs pecked. 
She'd just as soon peck a captain 
or an admiral as a boot seaman.” 


Midway consists of two little 
flyspecks of land, surrounded by a 
fringing reef. There are thousands 
of men on these barren islets. ‘“The 
two great diversions the men 
have,’ said the Chief of Staff, 
“are the movies and gooneys. And 
I think the gooneys rate first. 

“The men get very proprietary 
about the young ones being raised 
next to their own buildings. The 
gooneys particularly like the 
grounds around the building where 
we house personnel who've just 
come back from especially arduous 
duty. During the two weeks the 
boys spend here recuperating, the 
gooneys take their minds off the 
war completely.”’ 


Posed with Admiral 


Wuen Admiral Chester W. 
Nimitz, Commander-in-Chief of 
the Pacific Fleet, visited Midway, 
there was a particularly tractable 
young gooney around named 
Oscar. The boys decked him out 
in a high hat (made from an in- 
verted ice-cream container), se- 
cured by a red ribbon. Oscar oblig- 
ingly posed for pictures with the 
Admiral. 

The gooneys are so heavy and 
ungainly that they have difficulty 
taking off. Like airplanes, they 
have to head into the wind, Every 
now and then one of them gets 
caught headed downwind in front 
of a jeep. The boys have great fun 
watching it scramble along until 
it has the sense to turn off. 

It’s a court-martial offense 
to harm a bird, and there have 
been no recent trials. The men 
would probably take the law 
into their own hands if they 
found any one of their number 
harming a gooney. 

The only attraction on Midway 
which rivals the gooneys is the 
mural in the bar of the naval offi- 
cers’ club, showing the “Love 
Life of a Gooney.”” It covers three 
walls, and begins with a-hearts- 
and-flowers episode. Then it shows 
the courtship dance; the egg; the 
chick trying to fly and coming a 
cropper. At last he makes it, and 
is shown proudly wearing a pair 
of aviator’s wings. The artist was 
G. L. Levin. 

The fame of the gooney bird 
and of this mural has spread all 
over the Pacific. It’s too bad the 
Board of Awards is so busy.

War injuries will leave many 
servicemen deaf. This writer, 
who lost his hearing in World 
War I, brings them new hope... 


a quarter of a million American soldiers, sailors and 

Marines would come back from the war with 
“seriously impaired hearing.’’ This war has brought 
explosives so enormous in quantity and savage in quality 
that men 100 yards away from the burst of a block- 
buster have been picked up without a single visible 
wound, but stone dead — of concussion. Probably the 
lethal channel in these cases was the ear, which, unlike 
the eye, had no lid to close automatically. And for every 
man or woman so killed, thousands of soldiers in the front 
lines have had the complex and delicate inner mechanism 
of hearing damaged beyond repair. 

Then the Medical Corps of our Army and Navy 
noticed another disturbing fact: tropical malaria often 
leaves impaired hearing in its wake. Deafness has become 
an occupational disease of armies and navies. And so by 
1944 the experts were revising their estimates upward.

led by their physicians, have suddenly become aware 
that defective hearing — the neglected child of medicine 
— is a mighty destroyer both of happiness and of 
efficiency. Although it cannot be cured, it can in many 
cases be prevented. Furthermore, the electrical *‘aid 
to hearing’’ has now reached so near to perfection 
that the great majority of the partially deaf need no 
longer be deaf at all. 

Even if wartime casualties of hearing exceed expecta- 
tions, their victims will be only a small proportion of the 
afflicted in the United States. There are as yet no com- 
plete statistics except for those deaf in the strictly 
medical sense of the word — the so-called deaf-mutes of 
whom we have about 60,000. But estimates indicate that 
in the U.S. there are about 13,000,000 men, women and 
children who are deaf in the popular sense. Of these, 
perhaps 5,000,000 have reached the stage where they 
cannot lead normal lives or work up to their native 
capacity without the use of a hearing aid — of which 
help most of them are not availing themselves. Deafness 
is not only incurable but usually progressive; and in 
time the other 8,000,000, now “getting along,’’ will join 
the disabled 5,000,000. 

I am one of the ear casualties of World War I; yet 
thanks to American mechanical ingenuity I am deaf no 
longer. 


Nothing Could Be Done 


Twenty-Five years ago, the Italian battle line broke at 
Caporetto. Present as a war correspondent, I was bowled 
over by a shellburst which ruined the hearing of my right 
ear. But the other was still sound, and I did nothing 
about the matter, because nothing could be done. The 
only hearing aid of the period was the futile and funny 
car trumpet mrmmortalized by the injunctive of the Scot- 
tish usher to the old lady who brought her apparatus to 
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church “One toot an’ ye’re oot.”’ 

In my conceit, | believed that I 
made up for my handicap by natural 
quickness on the uptake. Not until 
1 had a rude joit a loss of income 
owing to my deafness did I put 
down a flock of silly vanities and buy 
one of those “‘carbon’’ hearing aids 
which are now outdated but were 
then sensationally new. 

Yet the carbon apparatus was 
only half-relief. For a conversation 
round a table, it worked quite well. 
But I still sat in the front row at the 
theater, and missed a lot at that. 

Then at a dinner I met Herbert 
Hoover, Jr., son of the ex-President. 
Shortly after he was graduated from 
Stanford University, a devastating 
attack of influenza left him almost 
totally deaf. Now he was wearing a 
button in his ear and was taking his 
part in a lively argument 


“A New Trick’’ 


“Wisat is it?’’ I asked when I got 
him alone. 

“A brand-new trick 
der,”’ he laughed. ““The principle of 
the radio loudspeaker. There are 
three miniature vacuum tubes inside 
this apparatus in my pocket.”’

It is some trouble, of 
course the cords, the button in 
my ear, the batteries weighing down 
my pocket, the necessity of being 
careful with its delicate mechanism. 
But what is that to restoration of the 
second most important of the five 
senses ?

Relief Is Here 


Te hearing aid is not quite a 
panacea; it will not work with every- 
one. Many partially-deaf persons 
will gain nothing by it. Nevertheless 
for the great majority, relief is here. 

In spite of which, the hard-of- 
hearing have responded very slowly 
to this important invention. It is 
new and humanity is conservative. 
Too, the man or woman who is 
going deaf tends to deny to himself 
and to the world that there is any- 
thing the matter. 

There was another obstacle — the 
price, which wasn’t low. My hearing 
aid cost $160. 

It took years of expensive experi- 
menting to carry these American 
devices, by far the best in the world, 
toward perfection. The actual de- 
mand was at first so smal! that the 
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makers could not apply those mass- 
production methods which mean 
cheap goods for the millions. How- 
ever, when we entered the war and 
the government stopped the manu- 
facture of private radio receiving 
sets, certain radio companies pul 
some of their idle technicians to work 
on the problem of a sound, fully 
efficient hearing apparatus which 
could be bought with a week's salary 
by a man in very modest circum 
stances. The first of these is now on 
the market 


The New Model 


I HAVE tmed out the new instru- 
ment and compared it with others 
in the higher-priced class. For me at 
least, I found it fully efficient, both 
at long and short range. Which 
is saying nothing against the more 
expensive apparatus 

Of course, this unportant inven- 
tion is not a cure, but only an 
alleviator for a symptom. When that 
symptom begins to manifest itself, 
it is too late for curative measures. 
But in many if not most cases, we 
can prevent it if we catch the patient 
early enough; for almost invariably 
the process of deafness begins in 
childhood. Not through lack of sym- 
pathy, but because imperfect hear- 
ing, unlike most other physical 
handicaps, has few visible signs, we 
have slacked on the job of prevention. 

This is the job ahead of boards 
of health and education, social 
workers, medical journalists 
and especially parents. So far we 
are only making dabs at it. 

Moral from one who has been 
through the mill: if you are a parent 
have your children’s heads examined 
internally by a specialist or an ex- 
pert practitioner, and act on his 
advice. 

And if your better self tells you 
that your hearing has begun to go 
dim, do not let vanity or inertia 
restrain you any longer. Remember 
that you are deafer than you think. 
One always is! You are snatching at 
fragments of conversation and half 
the time missing the point. You are 
developing a reputation for eccen- 
tricity because your answers are so 
misunderstanding and _ irrelevant. 

Your voice is going flat. You are 
either drawing into your shell or 
developing into a monologue artist 
because it is easier to talk than to 
try to hear. Get yourself fitted with 
a hearing aid! During that trying 
first month when you are readjusting 
yourself to a new life, you will prob- 
ably curse me. But if you have the 
intestinal fortitude to see it through, 
you will in the end bless me.
